Know Your Government. 


COUNTY COMMENTS 


By Rep. Emmett 5. Roberts 


The recent series of articles 
on county government attempt- 
ed to point out the difficulty 
experienced in present day gov- 
ernment operations. 


The modern day society with 
modern business methods and 
ability to get things done in a 
hurry cannot comprehend in 
many instances the inability of 
counties to move faster in solv- 
ing local problems. 

How many citizens have 
thought of the varied and many 
services counties are called on 
to administer. In addition to 
read systems, health and wel- 
fare, care of the handicapped 
and aged, responsibility for 
providing for our courts, laws 
enforcement, tax collecting and 
accessing. There are also a mul- 
titude of other services such 
as civil defense, airports, docks, 
pest control, forest fire control, 
recreation and parks, agricul- 
tural, beach erosions, and sew- 
age, garbage collections and dis- 
posal, 

County governments of course 
cannot pass ordinances as a 
municipality can, and must wait 
for the legislature to meet in 
order to have local legislation 
to deal with a given situation, 


The County Commissioners, 
therefore, do not have administ- 


rative control of many problems 
they are requested to act upon. 

In addition, most of your 
County office holders are con- 
stitutional offices, and, there- 
fore, are independent of County 
Commissioners control in ad- 
ministering their respective of- 
fices, Each office holder is there 
fore responsible to the public 
for the conduct of his office. 
The term of these offices is nor- 
mally for a period of four years. 

In recent years the office of 
tax accessor has been empha- 
sized statewide due to the dif- 
ferences in rate of assessments 
in the various counties. It is ap- 
parent that the definition of 
full cash value for assessing has 
many interpretations and is im- 


reasons, However, in recent 
years many counties have be- 
gun to reassess, increasing pro- 
perty values considerably. 

The legislative attempted at 
the last session to change full 


cash value to "just" value and 
write into the law the criteria 
an assessor could use in deter- 
mining property value. This bill 
was defeated and at the present 
assessors use a manual pre- 
pared by the Comptroller to as- 
sess. 

Road construction is probably 
one of a County's most diffcult 
problems. This is due to the very 
high cost of the right-of-way as 
well as construction of the road 
itself. Roads through urban 
areas today are almost prohibi- 
tive in costs. With the rapid de- 
velopment of un-incorporated 
areas of counties, roads demands 
are increasingly important. 

In conclusion it is necessary 
that the citizen study and be- 
come more familiar with his 
county governmental operation. 
Government that is closest to 
the people is the basic form of 
our democracy and the proper 
understanding of its functions 
and operations enables the vot- 
er to make an intelligent choice 
at the polls,

Upon 
notification, the grower must 
affirm his allocation by send- 
ing the Station an intention pay- 
ment of $7 per ton, Checks 
should be made payable to the 
Florida Agricultural Experi- 
ment Stations. October 30 is the 
deadline for the intention pay- 
ments. 

Prior to November 1, growers 
will be issued certificates show- 
ing the amount of cane allocat- 
cd, place and time to pick up 
the cane and how to make the 
final payment. Total price of 
the cane is $23 per ton, with $7
